Warsaw Pact 
Powers To Meet 


Moscow, Jan. 19. 

The eight Warsaw_ pact 
powers will meet in Prague 
on January 27, it was an- 
nounced here tonight. 

The Soviet Foreign Ministry 
spokesman, Leonid Ilyichev, dis- 
closed, in a reply to newsmen’s | 
questions, that Communist China’ 
will participate as an observer. 

The Prague conference will be 
a meeting of the Warsaw pact’s 
political consultative committce, 

East Germany, a Signatory of 
the Warsaw pact, is represented 
on the consultative committee 
but Is not a member of the 
unified military command cstab- 
Hshed by the treaty. 

The other signalorties are the 
Sovic’ Unton, Albania, Bu garia, 
Hung. -y, Poland, Rumania and 
Cicchoslovakia. 


The eight Warsaw pact powcrs 
are virtually certain to discuss 
East German admission to the 
“Eastern NATO” when they 
meet in Prague on January 27,

Bombay, Jan. 19. 

Police were forced to open fire repeat- 


edly in the fourth day of violent demonstra- 
tions here today, killing at least eleven 


peo ole. 


The riots against government proposals to 
put the city under central government administra- 
tion have so far cost an estimated 35 lives and 


aoout 500 other casualties. 
An armoury at 2 central Bombay police station 
was attacked by 160 rioters who were beaten off 


by police firing. 


The rivters went on to attack 
police quarters in East Bombay. 
They were again fought off. 

‘Today’s troubles spread to 
new ureas—though not on a 
large scale—and affected South 
Bombay and Thana 20 miles to 
the north. 

Demonstrators: want Bombay 
to be incorporated In a Marathi 
speaking slate of Maharashtra. 
Disorders began when the gov- 
ermment’s decision on rcerganis— 
ing boundaries was announced 
earlior this week. 

Thirty-five people ure estim- 
ated to have been killed in the 
past four days. 


BURN DOWN SHOPS 


More than a score of shops 
were burned down or looted. 
About 20 police — klosks.; and 
more than 50 buses: . ind “cars 
were sot on fire or wrecked. 

The rioters destroyed any- 
thing that they could get hold 
of including five hydrants and 
Jamp posts. 

A police superintendent was 
injured in a home made bomb 
attack but police said carlicr re- 
ports that a pollceman had been 
killed yas a mistake duc to the 
“confusion”, 

Within five hours of the 
curfews bting H{ted alter yester~ 
day’s riots it had to be reimposed 
in some areas. 

Observers were speculating on 
the pessible ‘direction’ of 
rioters in vicw of continued 
cetlanee of the police in the in- 
dustrial north of Bombay. 

Mr Korarji Desal, Chiet 
Minister of Bombay Stale, held 
urgent talks on the situation 
with police and government 
officials. 


POLICE TRAPPED 


In one part of the city police 
reinforcements arrived just in 
time to save some of their 
colleagues trapped in a police 
station by a mob, 

Elsewhere a car was stopped 
opposite a police station and 
some of the passengers knifed, 

Jewellery end clothing shops 
were among the favourite tar- 
gets of looters, One rioter was 
Killed by police as he tried to 
assault a shopkeeper. 

Bus and tram services were 
restricted to the safe areas of 
the city—the northern and 
southern suburbs—which ‘were 
isolated from each other. 

In three of the, industrial 
areas the curfew was extended: 
4o 24 hours a day but many 
demonstrators ignored the 
orders to stay indoors.—Reuter,

developed areas. 


They have discovered some vital facts about photosynthesis — the 


process which enables 
sugar and starches. 


Until recently, scientists had ‘groat di! 
process and in explaining it in terms of tho iaws of chemistry, cee y 


oy 
Now they know that it does 
workin .-accordance: with - the 
ordinary Jaws, And that means 
that in principle they know {t is 
possible to fabricate: the process 
80 that food can be produced 
anywhere, at any time and In 
any quantity so long aos there 
is water, carbon dioxide ond a 
source of energy. 


At legst 20 top flight scientists 
in varlous parts of the country 
are at work on the vital prob- 
lem, and though they are still a 
long way from finding all the 
unswers, there is now little 
doubt that they will one day 
succeed, 


Basically photosynthesis works 
by what’ the scientists call 
“inductive resonance.” 

Tiny objects In the 
calied chloroplasts take 
cnergy from Ught 
“stabilise” it by changing 
molecules which make u; the 
water and the carbon dioxide. 

Each molecule vibrates in 
an clectric field and the entrgy 
from light alters that fleld. 

The chloroplasts act as 
“controls so that the encrgy is 
transferred In the right way to 
produce food.

He sald: “Direct fall-out cot- 
lected on gummed papers, milk 
and cheese, animal meats and 
bone and evem human bodies 
hos been extensively studied. 


“On the basis of the in 
formation so obtained It was 
possible te “state unequivocally 
tint. ncelear wenpons tests as 
garried out at tho present time 
Gouyat constitute health hazard 
he human ‘population in so 
as’ radio-strontilum was 
med, pnd it is beleved 
good rcasom that radio-~ 
js likely to be the 
most important of the radio~ 
actlyities produced.

Teheran, Jan. 19 


-The swiftness with which Persian 
security authorities struck at members of 
the terrorist Fadayan Islam organisation. in 
December damonstrates that the Govern- 
ment is determined to safeguard Persia's 
hard-won stability at all costs. 


Tho roundup also serves as a 
warning to any. other group 
which may feel tempted to use 
sinister means that the days of 
offictal indulgence towards 
political crime are over. 

This is especially noteworthy 
in view of the Persian elections, 
which are due to take place in 
February and will last several 
weeks, 

The Fadoyan Islam (Devotecs 
of Islam) organisation is accused 
of having organifed the atterhpt 
on the life of the Prime Minister, 
Mr Hosain Ala, in a Teheran 
Mosque In November. 


ESCAPED BEFORE 


It has also been responsible 
for the assassination of two 
radical newspaper cditors and 
two former Prime Ministers as 
woll as the wounding of Mr 
Hosaln Fatemi who became 
Foreign Minister under Dr 
Mohammad Mossadeq. 

In the past, for political 
reasons, the group has escaped 
severe punishment although tts 
leader, Navab Safavi, suffered 
banishment twice. 

But this time ‘15 leaders of the 
group, including Safavi himself, 
are {n prison awaiting trial on 
charges of, having conspired to 
overthrow the Government and 
Momarchy. The penalty for con- 
viction of this crime Is death. 

It now seems that the charmed
